Roosevelt - to Give Un- 
divided Attention to 
Economic Conference

Washington, May 2—(AP)—Pres!- 
dent Roosevelt and al 
leaders are combining for a quick 
windup of the extra session of the 
United States Congress, with the 
first week in June fixed as the goal. 

Already involved in international 
negotiations to further world re- 
covery, Mr. Roosevelt will be given 
attention almost exclusivelg after 
qune 12 to the London Economic 
Conference, and it is his desire to 
have the domestic programme well 
rounded by then. 

Within a short time the last two 
of the President's major emergency 
Proposals—railroad reorganization 
and a public works program to aki 
cmuploym ent—will be sent to, Capitol

TRENCH FOUND 
IN OCEAN BED 


Message to Zan Diego, 
’ California, Tells of 


Discovery - 


wSan Diego, Calif, May 2—A new 
deep in the bed of the Pacific Ocean 
which will take its place among the 
most stupendous trenches discovered 
was reported in a message from the 
USS. Ramapo to Nth naval district 
headquarters here. 

Capt. C. B. Mayo, commanding 
the navai of! tanker, reported that 
by repeated use of the sonic depth 
finder, the deep had been measured 
at 5,501 fathoms, or 33,006 fect. I: 
was found the message said, at lati- 
tude 30-43 north, longitude 142-28 
east, which would place it directly 
across the Pacific Ocean from San 
Diego near the Coast of Japan. 

The new sounding approached the 
greatest known depth, that of 34.- 
210 feet found in the Mindanao 
trench northeast of the Island by 
that name in the Philippine group. 
Contrasted with the highest moun- 
tain. Mount Everest with an eleva- 
tion of 29,002 feet it gives a span of 
about 12 miles in variations in the 
earth’s crust. Several great trenches 
have been found in the ocean floor.

For recovery it is clearly public men 
realize that budget balancing must be part 
‘and parcel of the improvement. Otherwise 
nations would go the way of the man who 
spends more than.he has.in income and 
the way of that. course of living is bank- 
ruptcy. ewe : 

Canada sees the need of reducing the 
interest charges on the national debt as one 
means of bringing down the huge load 
which presses taxes upon the people. The 
Finance Minister's task of financing the Do- 
minion out of the depression is not a light 
one but what success he has will redound 
to his credit. 

The “permissive’”’ legislation which is 
sought to authorize the raising of $750- 
{000,000 in a loan this year: shows that 
the Government feels the essential neces- 
sity of having absolute command. It is not 
likely the federal treasury will go to the 
extent of raising three quarters of a billion 
but even if it does, probably half would go 
to the refunding of matured obligations. 
j What.will be the response to the proposed 
{conversion side of the loan remains to be 
seen. Loans of the type have been suc- 
cessful in England where the government 
lowered the rate of interest\and saved vast 
sums annually in interest charges. In Can- 
_ada-there is a feeling in some quarters that 
ithe government will have to offer the con- 
‘version issue at very attractive prices. 
which merely means increasing the nation- 
al debt at once and lowering the interest 
rate—which would really gain little or 
nothing. 

Ottawa needs to have a grip on the 
entire situation ag it goes into the econ- 
omic conference and into the momentous 
coming months of this year when recov- 
-ery it is hoped may be seen in every sphere. 
The mild. and benevolent dictatorship prin- 
ciple as is working out in the United States 
may prove to be the best manner in these 
days when there is absolute need of unity 
of action.

Railway excursions which for so many 

years drapped out of the publie eye as the 
railways left excursions to automohiles,

THE SCIENTIST AND LIFE 


F Scientists are battering away in their 
;studies on the-perpetuation of life in the 
-hope of achieving creation on a small scale. 
The creation of life and the perpetuation of 
life are the goals of a branch of science but 
the wearying quest shows no sign of being 
achieved. f 
So far science has been able to keep 
cells alive. Dr. George Crile of Cleveland 
has produced cells regarded as a step mid- 
way between living and non-living matter. 
This is merely an experiment of placing a 
solution of salts in a tiny dish under the 
microscope, and adding a bit of fat tissue. 
Proteins are added and the auto-synthetic 
cells appear, resembling real cells but much 
-simpler, and behaving like living cells for 
they grow by absorbing chemicals. Reach- 
ing a certain size they split in parts. \ 
This does not reach the secret of life, 
of course. but it is something. In Moscow 
scientists have hope of reviving the dead. 
Prof. Nicholas Koltzov tells of an experi- 
ment in which-a segment of animal heart 
was plated in a chemical solution, and 
which afterwards started to beat and con- 
tinued to do so for sixty-one days. Kolt- 
zov also tells of using this solution in sub- 
cutaneous injections with remakable re- 
sults in rejuvenation of human beings. 
Life is still a mystery to the scientist, 
more so than to the man on the street. 
Whether it will ever be explained com- 
pletely is doubtful. But science in these 
experiments is bringing to human knowl- 
edge facts which cannot but prove of value 
inthe improvement of living.

th| Raw Material Rise Leads Upturn, 
According to Harvard Stody 


A sustained rise in raw commod- 
ity prices, if not accompanied by 
any unsound inflation, will be one 
of the surest indications of an ac- 
tual revival of business prosperity: 
according to Dr. M. T. Copeland of 
ofjthe Harvard Business School, in a 

bulletin publisheq on “Raw Com- 
modity Prices in Relation to Gen- 
eral Business Conditions.” 

The study covers thirteen com- 
modities—copper, lead, zinc. tin. 
siver, petroleum, sugar, rubber, cof- 

silk, «#tton, wool and wheat. 
The analysis of each commodity co- 
vers world production, movement, 
stocks and prices during the per- 
fod from 1922 to 1832, for the pur- 
pose of ascertaining when and 
where maladjustments occurred and 
their major effects. 

As a result of the analysis, Dr_ 
Copeland concludes that interna- 
tional war debts have been a sec- 
ondary matter in comparison with 
the drop in prices of such commodi- 
ties as rubber, tin, wheat and wool, 
{n upsetting international exchange 
and in intensifying the depression. 
He also adds that the various 
schemes to help commodities by re- 
-strictiva agreements or controlled 
measures have alj been failures.

amounted to more than 19,600,000 
pounds with a market value of more 
than $2,453,000.

THE “BACK-TO-THE-FARM”’ MOVE- 
MENT launched in Canada a little more 
than two years ago by the Department of 
Colonization, in co-operation with the two 
leading Canadian railways, has resulted In 
more than 76,000 persons returning to the 
occupation from which they had been lured 
to city luxuries in the boom days of 1928-29. 

This number, according to Robert J. C. 
Stead of the Department of Colonization and 
Immigration of the Dominion,4s made up of 
10,733 families which average five each, 
representing 53,000 souls, plus the 23,253 
men who have gone back to the farm as 
laborers. These figures do not include the 
placements made by the provincial and city 
governments,

BEAVERS TACKLE A BIG JOB, 


WITHOUT the sanction or even the 
knowledge of the war department, a new 
dam is being built in the Allegheny River 
105 miles above Pittsburgh, This startling 
news has caused a sensation in river circles, 
ccording to the Tarentum (Pa.) Valley 
Daily News. 

The site of the new “project” is in the St. 
George Channel, fifteen miles above Emlen- 
ton, a section of the river which has been 
given but scant consideration by the War 
Department, so far as the building of a dam 
is concerned. —

form under the direction ofthe most expert

THEIR COURS 


All Convulsions in Chil- 
dren Are Not Ser- 


ious 


BY LOUIS E. BISCH, M.D. PhD, 
Famous Authority on Health And 
Psychology 


When I state that all convulsions 
in children are not serious, I am 
not trying to belittle the import- 
ance of such a condition, Yet I feel 
the fact should be emphasized that 
a child's nervous system, particu- 
larly an infant's is a delicate struc- 
ture, and that it doesn’t take much 
Teally; to set it off into spasms. 

Especially do I wish to stress this 


point, because a mother so often 
worries no end when her baby has 
even a mild convulsive seizure. Of- 
ten the mother immediately be- 
comes convinced that the child, be- 
cause of the spasm, will be handi- 
capped all his life. 

After all, no convulsion is ever 
a disease. A convulsion means, 
however, that something is wrong 
somewhere. Whether such a convul- 
sion, which really is nothing morc 
than a symptom of some other dis- | 
order, is to be considered serious or | 
not depends entirely upon the cause } 
that started it off. | 

It ts therefore of the highest im- | 
portance that thorough investiga- 
tlon of every convulsion be made 
and that the cause be found. 

A digestive disturbance, due to ay 
wrong milk formula or to inade-; 
quacy of the mother’s milk, may/| 
bring on muscular twitchings— in| 
other words, a convulsion. During | 
the trying days of teething. when! 
the nervous system of the baby is, 
sorely taxed. convulsice seizure may 
occur. In older children the eating | 
of unripe fruit may bring about the | 
same result. { 

High-strung and generally un-; 
stable children may develop mus-; 
cular spasms. stiffen out. and even| 
pppear as (hough they were uncon- 
seclous for a time. but for no more 
serious reason than a fit of temper 
or a spell of hard crying. 

Lastly, a convulsion may be the 
forerunner of some acute children + 
dissase, although tn such cases [¢- 
ver ts usually present “ 

‘The cause for a convulsion may 
on the other hand, be mast seriour 
Meningitis may Start that way: ep- 
ilepsy also, especially when the 
spells occur at more or Jess mgu- 
lar intervals. 

A convulsion, from whatever cause 
may be preceded by certain warn- 
ings. Restlessness may be marked: 
twitching of the muscles of the 
face, eyelids, hands or feet may | 
occur. As a rule, however, convul- | 
sions in children come on sudden- | 
ly and unexpectedly. !

Latest Step in Treatment 



















Washington, May 12. — A surgical 
Cperation on mosquitos, so delicate 
that it must be performed under 
the microscope, is the latest step 
treatment of.a dreaded form of hu- 
man insanity known as paresis. 

The mosquito operation, announc. 
ed by the Public Health Service, 
provides a new method of combat- 
ting one disease with another, It 
was described as making possible a 
more efficient and less costly means 
of helping paresis sufferers by in- 
fecting.them with malaria a treat- 
ment used successfully for several 
years to combat this form of in- 



















Formerly, paresis patients were 
infected with malaria by allowing 
them to be bitten by mosquitos ~ 
which carried the disease, 
malaria has the effect of arresting 
the progress of the insanity by act- 
ing on a blood disease that causes 
it and statistics show it has cured 
35 per cent of cases that were not 
too far advanced, 

The operation on the mosquitos 
consists of removing their salivary 
glands, which are so small that 
they cannot be scen until magnified 
at least twenty tlmes. The malaria 
germs are carried by the mosquitos 
in these glands, and surgeons can 
use the gland contents to give pa-

Mr. Carl Read, chairman of the 
recent Committee of the Chautau- 
qua appeared before the members 
and stated his case.

Mother Starts Search 

The boys left home in a car for 
the Whytock cottage on the south

four o'clock this morning, Mrs, Ro- 
bert Clarke phoned the Whytock 
home asking if Robert Whytock had 
returned, Receiving a negative an- 
swer a search was instituted and 
the car was found near the sum- 
mer home. The boat had been ta- 
ken from the boat house and after 
a search along the lake and then 
into the river the boat was found 
in the rushes about two and onc 
half miles from the village. In the 
boat were the fishing tackle, poles 
and some clothing belonging to the 
young men, There was no water in 
the boat but according to the police. 
a spark plug had been taken from 
the motor, probably showing that 
the motor had refused to function 
and that the boys had started to 
cast from the boat. 
Clarke Unable to Swim 

Ty is believed that Clark xho was 
unable to swim was casting from 
the boat and in some unaccount- 
able way fell into the water and 
that Whstock in attempting to save 
his companion lost his life also. 
The residents of the village turned

Some children are immune to 
diphtheria by nature. That is, even 
if to the disease they will 
not contract it. They are, however, 
exceptional, 

The way to determine such pos- 
sible immunity is to have a so-called 
Schick test made, This also is a 
simple procedure, a skin test. There 
is, however, no danger in having a 
child immunized against diphtheria 
without having a Schick test made 
first, The added protection can do 


no harm. 

Sclence felt baffled for years in 
its fight against this dread disease, 
which so often closes up the throat 
of the patient because of inflam- 
mation present there, even to the 
extent of threatening suffocation, 
until Klebs in 1883 discovered the 
germ which Loeffler later proved to 
be the cause of the diphtheria 
scourge.

yminion. | The Mail and Empire” attacks 
jthis debunking process, particularly at a 
‘time when-people require the iinspiration 
of the lives and‘actions of the early pio- 
‘neers.. London Advertiser says that there 
‘should be no debunking of Loyalists or 
‘other pioneers, rather that all pioneers 
‘should have more honor. ‘‘We owe them 
‘all a great debt, French-Canadians as well 
as those of British descent.” Goldwin 
» Smith is quoted in these words: “This 
;was the heroic era before politics, unre-

Eugenics means, how- 
ever, much more than that, To 
quote from a pamphiet issued by the 
Eugenics Record Office, of Cold 
Spring Harbor, N-Y.: . “Eugenics 
seeks to improve the natural, phys. 
feal, mental and temperamental 
qualities of the human family.” And 
in the pursuit of that object it nec- - 
essarily points the way toward more 
lastthg and happier marriages. 

Indeed, the problem of the best 
possible matings has always inter- 
ested mankind. Marriages between 
closely related membery of the 
same family are still held to be 
dangerous. The advance posting of 
marriage bans, health ificate 
requirements and the lUké, also in_ 
volve eugenical principles, although 
probabl: rot always recognized as 
such. . 

The difficulty, of course, is that 
when love enters by the door rca- 
soning and common sense usually 
fly out of the window. Young peo- 
ple, especially, will have none of a 
science that bids them examine 
‘themselves, as well as their future, 
jin a careful and unprejudiced man_ 
iner. Love whisks them off their 
tfeet and completely unbalances 
ithetr sense of perspective. To the 
beloved ones the whole world takes 
on a roseate color. No problem 
seems insurmountable; no handi- 


conquered. 

Pine! we say. And beautiful too. 
But will this spirit of the con- 
queror last? It can last, and it 
should, if cugenical standards are 
adhered to. If they are not the 


Considerable literature is avail- 
able on the subject of eugenics and 
it ts worth studying even if you 
are already married. How many 
children should we have, for in- 
stance? Are there any factors in 
an individual's own life, or in the 
history of his forebears, that must 
be reckoned with? Are the children 
of any particular union likely to 
develop any mental or physical an- 
omalies and, if so, can tbey be pre_ 
vented? 

Yes, the teachings of eugenics are 
worth considering from most any 
angle of human relationship that 
you can tuink of. What is more, 
they are based upon scientific and 
attested facts.

OTTAWA, May 27—A substantial increase in employ- 
ment at the beginning of May is shown in reports from 
7.998 firms to the Dominion Bureau of Statistics, said Hon. 
H. H. Stevents in a statement issued today. The payrolis 
of these employers aggregated 714.891 persons, as compared 
with 669,414 in the preceding months, 

The increase of nearly 45.500 in the staffs of the co- 
operating establishments exceeded the gain recorded in any 
month since September, 1931, Mr. Stevens said. 

Construction, transportation and manufacturing re- 
corded the greatest improvement at the beginning of May. 
Mining (except of coal) and retail trade were also con- 
siderably more active. On the other hand, there was a 
substantial contraction In coal mining; communication sere 
vices and wholesale trade also released employees. 

As an indication of the better feeling now prevailing In 
many lines of business, it {s significant that the increases 
in .construction and transportation provided work for ap- 
proximately twice as many workers as those reported in the 
same industries in May of last year.

“This is a day,” sald Col. Price, 
“when a great many people are try- 
ing to tear down what has been 
built up since Confederation. They 

, are trying to sever the tles that 
have been tried and found to be 
_ very beneficial in maintaining our 
Present constitution. No form of 

- government is perfect. There would 
always be room for fair criticism, 
and for changes if found necessary, 
but I rather feel that the people 
of this province are still content to 
have a representative of the King 
, Performing those duties which have 
through custom and usage, been 
handed down through centuries to 
us.” . 


The Attorney-General chided Mr. 
Nixon for being a member of the 
Drury government which, when in 
Opposition, had urged the abolition 
of Government House, but which, on 


coming into power, had done noth- 


about it and like all other ad- 
inistrations had contributed to its 
upkeep. Col. Price claimed that if 
Mr. Hepburn was ever given the 
chance to put through his prom- 
ised abolition he would renege on it 
exactly-as the Mackenzie King Gov- 
ernment at Ottawa had reneged on 
_ its Senate reform policy. 


Statement on Situation 


Col. Price's statement on the situ- 
ation follows— 

“The dual pretenders, Messrs. 
Hepburn and Nixon, have stated 
that the position of Lieutenant- 


“Governor in this province should be 


abolished. One immediately begins 
to remember that there was a plank 
in the Liberal platform to reform, 
or abolish, the Scnate. Although 
the King Government was in power 
for nearly 10 years, the only aboli- 
tion or reform was the appointing 
of Liberals to the Senate instead 
of Conservatives. One rather sus- 
pects that if given an opportunity 
to implement this promise it would 
be treated in the same way as Sen- 
ate reform. 

“I recall that Mr. Nixon sat in 
the Drury Government for four 
years. In Opposition his party ad- 
yocated the abolition of Government 
House. In office they did nothing: 
in fact the upkeep was the same as 
in other regimes. 

“Mr. Hepbum has been in the 
Dominion House since 1926. During 
that time he might very well have 
divided the House on the question 
of the abolition of Lieutenant- Gov, 
ernors in the provinces, One is not 
so sure that if he had done this he 
would have gotten the support of 
the province of Quebec, or the Mari- 
time provinces, or in fact the west- 
erm proyinces where they seem un- 
der Progressive and Liberal govern_ 
ments to have retained this office 
the same.as it had been heretofore. 
One can be pardoned for rather 
doubting the sincerity of this state- 
ment, when the record of this 
gentleman along with other Liberal 
leaders is weighed in the balance.

Washington, May 27 (AP)— ‘The, 
United States administration moved 
Friday to elevate sfiver and paper 
money to the same legal standing 
as gold. 

'A bill sent to Congress by the 
‘Treasury was started on its way to~ 
ward passage in both House of Re- 
presentatives and 
signed to authorize the use 
tender moncy in the 
all existing and future contracts, 
private and international. 

The measure brought an imme- 
diate assertion from Senator Carter 
Glass, Democrat from Virginia, that 
it would be held unconstitutional 
“j¢ there is any integrity left in the 
courts with regard to the sanctity 
of contracts.” 

It was described by Mr. Roosevelt 
as simply designed to legalize an 
already existing fact since the Unit- 
ed States went off the gold stand- 
ard in effect by the imposition of 
the recent gold embargo and the is- 
suance of the presidential order 
calling in gold held by private citl- 
zens. 

The proposal would permit the 
government as well as private deb- 
tors to Meet their obligations with 
legal tender money instead of gold, 

Despite outspoken opposition from 
some members of both major poli- 
tical parties, plans were made for 
its speedy consideration. 

Forthcoming Loans 

Secretary of the Treasury W. H. 
Woodin and Chairman Fletcher, of 
the Senate banking committee, in 
explanation of the measure said it 
was needed to facilitate administra- 
tion of the government campaign 
against hoarding and to remove any 
question of “bad faith” in cognec- 
tion with forthcoming government 
loans. 

Few congressional leadom would 
comment on the legislation without 
further study, but Senator McNary, 
the Republican leader, predicted it 
would meet with opposition “because 
of the retroactive feature.” 
resolution, introduced by 
Chairman Fletcher and Steagall of 
the Senate and House banking com-~ 
mittee respectively, asserted that 
“the holdings or dealings in gold af- 
fect the public good and sre there- 
fore subject to proper reguiation 
ard restriction.” 

It then asserted that obligations 
“which purport to give the obligee 
a right to require payment in gold 
particular kind obstruct the 
power of the Congress to regulate 
the money of the United States and 
are inconsistent with the declared 
policy of the Congress to maintain 
at all times the equal power of every 
dollar.” 

With this preamble, the resolution 
then proceeded to declare all such 
provisions “to be against public 
policy” and forbid any such provis- 
fon in future obligations.

WHY WEATHER 
HAS EFFECTS 


UPON SPIRITS 


Annoyance With Weather 
is Explained by Dr. 
Bisch 


BY LOUIS E. BISCH, M.D., Ph.D. 
Famous Authority on Health And 
Psychology 


When it is cloudy, or it rains, the 
human being ts apt to feel indolent, 
gloomy and dejected. Contrariwise, 

when the sun shines and everything 

looks bright and cheerful, we feel 
glad and light-hearted. In other 
words, we respond to our surround- 
ings—the way they look to us. 

The reason for these changes in 
our emotional natures are not far to 
seek, at least from the psychological 
standpoint. 

When the sky is overcast familiar 

objects, that usually are clear and 
distinct, now appear shaded and 
blurred in outline. In our mind's eye 
ire remember them as clearly de- 
|marcated, and when they are not 
|so outlined the effect is one of 
yannoyance. 
' A dull, grey-day also produces a 
sense of compression; the world 
seems smaller, we seem to be shut- 
in. Indeed, adverse weather condi- 
tions actually restrict our activities, 
for threatening rain or snow may 
Interfere with’ travel, not to nien- 
tion the personal discomforts that 
go with both. Besides, since our vis- 
jon as well as our imagination be- 
comes Limited, so do our thoughts as 
well as our ambitions respond. 

A physiol gical factor is likewise 
important here. During bad weather 
atmosphere {s surcharged with 
moisture. This prevents the pores 
of the skin from functioning— — 
from “breathing — as frecly as we 
are accustomed to. The result is onc 
of feeling il] at ease, a restless, cross 
‘and fidgety attitude. 

Perhaps you have not‘ced, how- 
jever, that if a long succession of

Is your hair having tantrums? 
Or is it sulking, behaving in 2 
who-cares manner, going limp and 
Isnk, acting generally cussed?

Perhaps time 
hasn't anything to do with it. 
Perheps you've been keeping late 
hours, not eating your spinach, 
giving. the brain mop no more at- 
tention than {is necessary for re- 
Spectable appearance. 

At least twice a year the hair 
should have a lttle excitement to 
renew its spirits.

With a medicine dropper trickle a 
Uttle brilllantine along the part- 
ings, Brilllantine contains olly ele- 
Ments and a certain amount of al- 
cohol, both of which are good for 
the scalp. It's from the blood 
Streams of the scalp that each in- 
dividual hair gets food, drink and 
lodgings. When circulation 1s slug- 
gish. hair is out of luck, in a state 
of depression that has a ruinous 
effect upon its disposition. 

Place thumbs at the back of the 
neck, several inches below the hair 
line, fingers outspread upon the 
crown of the head.

GUARD“NETS WHILE 
TAKING THE SPAWN 


Plan May Nop/Be Successful As Sea- 
Nearly Over. 


Sault Ste. Maric, Ont., May 27.— 
Resumption of the plan abandoned 
two weeks ago to take from 600,000 
to 1,000,000 rainbow trout eggs from 
parent fish in local waters, has been 
undertaken by John Gall, assistant 
supervisor of Ontario fish -hatch- 
erles, and traps and nets have again 
been set in streams where the big 
rainbow run. 

When the taking of the spawn was 
first mooted here it was understood 
the parent fish were to be retained 
at the trout ponds to eliminate the 
search for spawn each year, and 
members of the Hackle Club and 
others volunteered to guard the nets 
during the operation, which would 
last a week. Instructions were then 
received from the department the 
fish must be .-ripped at the streams, 
where captured and returned to the} 
water. 

However the nets were robbed by 
poachers and the parent fish de- 
stroyed. 

New game wardens have been in- 
structed to guard the nets. It is 
unlikely the delay will result in the 
successful taking of spawn inasmuch 
as the spawning period is about over.

Mohawk Reserve 


The tract of land now constitut- 
ing the township of Tyendinaga was 
purchaseq by the government of 
Great Britain from the Mississaug- 
as, and was deeded to the Mohawks 
in 1804; Captain John rontotyn 
was the chief of the wks at 
the time. 
Nearly a hundred years previous 
to that, however, the sovereign and 
councils of Britain had recognized 
the service the Six Nation Indians 
had rendered the Crown and four 
chieftain were taken to the Court 
at London to appear before Queen 
Anné. That was in 1710. 

Christianity had found foothold 
in the Six Nation tribes at that 
time and was more steadfastly in- 
footed among the Mohawks. Ap- 
preciative of her Christian native 
allles in North America, Her Ma- 
Jesty, Queen Anne presented a Com- 
munion Service to the Mohawk 
tribe. This sdcramental service is 
stil in possession of the Mohawks; 
part of it is the prized possession 
of ‘the congregation of the Church 
of Christ, Mohawk Reserve, Deser- 
onto, ang the other portion of the 
piate ts at the Mghawk Reserve at 
Brantford. a 

The royal gift has ever been held 
in esteem by the tribe, The service 
was almost lost once, in the Re- 
bellion of 1776-1783, when the thir- 
teen Colonies in America 
their independence, Attacked by 
the French and colonists, the In- 
dians buried the service, wrapped in 
the Communion cloth. At the close 
of hostilities it was recovered, the 
cloth 
had been ruined by the damp earth. 
On each of the articles making up 
the service is cut the following 
words: 

“The Gilt of Her Majesty Queen 
Anne py the Grace of God of Great 
Britain, France and Ireland of Her 
Plantations in North America, Queen

Mahatma Says He is 
Ready For Another 
Task 


POONA, India, Sfay 29—(AP)— 
“In God's name I began this fast 
and in God's name I end it,” sald 
the Mahatms Gandhi today as he 
broke a three weeks voluntary ab- 
stention from focd in the “Un- 
touchables” cause by sipping a glass 
of orange juice, He began the fast 
at noon, May 8. 

The end of the fast was as im- 
pressive as its beginning. 

Long before the hour at which 





(2.20 am. Eastern Standard Time), 
the residence of Madame Sarojint 
Naidu, poet and Iecturer, where the 
fast was carried out, was besieged 
by the Mahatma’s friends of all 
castes, Hingis, Mohammedans, 
Parsees and Europeans 

Madame Naidu admitted 150 men 
and women friends and a score of 
newspapermen. 

The Mahatma lay motionless on 
a bed with wet cloths on his head. 
Beside him was a, half. glass. of 
yellow fruit juice. 

Gandhi voicelessly acknowledged 
the greetings of all present. On de- 
claring that his fast was ended as 
it was begun. “In God’s name,” the 
Mahatma continued: 

“My faith is not less. but more, 
on this occasion and I sing the 
glory of God.

The London conference, as the 
experts have pointed out, will have 
to consider the restoration of some 
form of the gold standard, but this 
problem is closely bound up with 
questions of the stability of pricés 
and costs as regulated by internat- 
fonal standards of valuc. 

The United States is expected to 
present some far-reaching proposals 
regarding the re-establishment of 
the gold standard, and conflict is 
bound to arise between Great Brit- 
ain and the United States over ex- 
change questions before an agree- 
ment is reached for a new valuation 
of the dollar and the pound sterling. 

To facilitate its work on mone- 
tary questions, the conference will 
have before it the folowing sug- 
Sested conditions for restoring the 
gold standard on an international 
scale:

UNITED STATES OR AMERICA 


That a wide publicity campaign should 
be begun by Canadian newspapers to bring 
the matter to a head—this naming of the 
United States as America in so many news- 
papers and by so many speakers—is the 
view of “R. G. H.” writing in the Gazette 
of Dalhgusie University. “R. G. H.” notes 
that a provincial newspaper editorial was 
headed “Why America Abandoned the 
Gold Standard.” Canadian, British; and 
United States papers are continually using 
the words ‘American’ and ‘America’ when 
referring to citizens of the United States 
of America and to that country itself. 
“R. G. H.” says that with the limitation of 
the term “America” to — all those 
matters pertaining to the United States 
some twenty nations are ignored, one of 
which, Canada, is larger than the United 
States. The writer asks public schools to 

> take up the matter. i : 

Magistrate Mikel of Belleville, consist- 
ently uses the words ‘America’ and ‘Ameri- 
can’ in their proper place—he never ap- 
plies the terms to the United States and 
to the people who live in the United States. 
He is right and if a few more would en- 
deavour to call the neighboring Republic 
by its correct title and its citizens by a 
suitable name, it would be fairer to Canada 
and to the people of the Dominion, and to 
other nations of America. Some people 
may not think it means much, but it does. 
Canadians going to New York don’t want 
to hear only a part of the continents of 
North and South America referred to as 
‘America.’ , 

: The Ontario Intelligencer has tried to 
use the terms as they should be used, but 
undoubtedly there has been a slip now and 
then. The difficulty is in finding a word 
to take the place of ‘Americans’ when ap- 
plied to US. citizens. _ f 

Perhaps “U.S. Americans" can coin a 
word for themselves, for it be admitted 
that there is at present no word for United 

States citizens. The trouble dates back 

to the choice of the name of the Republic 

“The United States of America.” There 

are other states or countries which are not 

in that union and they have a right to be 
known as Americans. Fortunately these 
are better off than U. S. citizens for they 
have a distinct name for their country, as 

Canada, Mexico, or Brazil, while the Un- 

ited States of America does not possess 

that distinctive name.
